Corporation which 'has two 
water plants, one in Wild- 
wood and one in Kox Lake 
I tills. 

John Rfthl. a major real 
estate developer In the west- 
ern part of the county, re- 
portedly was negotiating lo 
sell his water distribution 
system to I he Public Water 
District and refused to dis- 
cuss a deal with the Public 
Works Department. 

The condemnation pro- 
ceedings will give the county 
department a chance lo nego- 
tiate for the corporation's as- 
sets and acquire them as an- 
other link in wha.t may .some 
day be a county-wide network 
of sewer and water systems 
under one authority. 

Property owner associa- 
tions in Wildwood and Fox 
'Lake Mills «is well as the 
Board of Trustees of the Fox 
Lakes Hills Sanitary District 
have been fighting the ac- 
quisition of the facilities by 
the Lake County Water Dis- 
trict and are expected to 
support the PWD, but there 
is certain to be stiff opposi- 
tion from Water District fans. 

The change in command in 
the Lake County Coroner's 
office Monday marks the end 
of a political era that saw 
the Coroner's office emerge 
as a major political office 
despite its hick of patronage. 

Robert ( Mickey I Babcox, 
who served in the office for 
12 years before .being upset 
by political newcomer Or- 
vitle (Pat> Clav.ey in the pri- 
mary last spring, made the 
office important politically 
because he was active politi- 
cally himself. 

In addition to an all-out ef- 
fort to win nomination as 
sheriff in 1950 and a short- 
lived campaign , for Sheriff 
again In 1902, Babcox was 
active in other campaigns 
and with Judge Thomas Mor- 
an and State Representative 
W. J. Murphy provided the 
rallying point for a sizeable 
segment of the Republican 
Party in Lake County. 

Previous Coroners were al- 
most anonymous politically, 
although Garfield R. Leaf 
served in the office between 
terms as County Treasurer 
and County Clerk. 

Clavey has indicated he 
plans to follow in the foot- 
steps of Babcox, at least as 



far as political action is con- 
cerned, and while the HHIO 
Sheriff's race might be a lit- 
tle early for him. it is reason- 
able to assume that he may 
emulate his predecessors by 
seeking this office in the not 
too distance future. 

Although his Immediate 
political plans are Indefinite. 
UTjCa'n also be safely assum- 
ed that Babcox, bitten by the 
political bug early, will not 
recover completely from the 
virus and will remain active 
politically with a view of 
seeking office again. 
«#* 

County Board Chairman 
Kenneth flenke, who has ex- 
perienced some difficulty , in 
achieving full unity on the 
board, is planning on estab- 
lishing better communication 
with county officials. 

Too often in the past the 
supervisors have adopted 
plans or policies without con- 
sultation with Hie, elected 
county officials thus creat- 
ing tensions and some resist- 
ance.
